Just to confirm my telephone request this morning, wo would like 
to have a short paper with appropriate graph or table on Soviet military 
aid to Iraq, Syria, UAR, Yemen and Algeria. 

Specifically we would like this paper to describe the trend of 
Soviet deliveries of military equipment I960 -present and point out 
any significant shifts in the trend- -in quantities, recipients or types 
of equipment. We are particularly interested in knowing whether the 
rate or pattern of deliveries over the past two years has increased, 
remained generally at the same level or declined in comparison with 
the period 1960-64. 

The basic question we are trying to answer is whether Communist 
efforts in the Middle East are becoming more intense. Military aid is 
only one part of this picture but a significant one. 

As I told you, if we could have this in ten days to two weeks, it 
would suit our needs. We don»t want to turn anybody inside out because 
this is not a crash project. However, we would like it as soon as is 
reasonable.
